Big, open 
lot ideal 
for STARS

STARS has made two emergency landings in the last 
three weeks at the Zion Evangelical Missionary Church 
in Didsbury, and officials are planning to discuss a for¬ 
mal landing arrangement for the large lot at the corner 
of Highway 582 and 20 Avenue. 

Since the closure of Didsbury's helipad in 2009, the 
local airport, located nine kilometres away, has been 
designated the spot for air ambulance with ground 
ambulance support. But, because of the airport’s dis¬ 
tance from town, in some emergency cases STARS will 
opt for somewhere closer instead, explained STARS 
spokesperson Cam Heke. 

The church, with its wide-open parking lot, that 
doesn’t have any buildup around it, has been an ideal 
spot for emergency response crews. 

“The airport is an option, but when we’re flying in 
we have a critical patient; it’s time-sensitive and we 
want to get as close to that patient as possible. So, it’s 
been indicated that discussion will be happening (with 
the church) going forward,” Heke said. 

The most recent stop in Didsbury was last 
Wednesday morning when STARS landed around 10:30 
to airlift a patient who later passed away. 

“I think the normal policy is to do it at the airport,” 
said Zion church pastor Mike Morgan. “I’m not sure 
what the reasoning is, if it’s they feel they don’t have 
the time. If that’s the case, we’re certainly not opposed 
to that,” Morgan said, explaining currently there is no 
formal agreement between the two groups. 

“The airport is an option, but when 
we’re flying in we have a critical 
patient; it’s time-sensitive and we 
want to get as close to that patient 
as possible. So, it’s been indicated 
that discussion will be happening 
(with the church) going forward"

“It could be awkward if we had an (event) or some¬ 
thing like that and we had people who were going to 
come in at the same time. At the present time that has¬ 
n’t happened, so there haven’t been any issues for us." 

The helicopter landing pad at the Didsbury Hospital 
was ordered closed after a private aviation consultant 
hired to do inspections in 2008 found it in violation of 
its registered status — which requires the site to be 
located a certain distance from buildings.

The switchover was decided after the town fielded calls 
from people who were confused by the name, explained 
Mayor Brian Wittal. 

lie said the confusion was in the wording Didsbury 
Pride, which had some people wondering if it was specif¬ 
ically meant as a gay and lesbian pride event. 

Members of the Didsbury Pride Committee, formed ear¬ 
lier this year, were in and out of stores downtown 
Thursday asking to switch out posters with the original 
name for posters with the new name. 


“I’ve had people ask about it, said store owner Karen 
Griffin of l'11a-La Boutique. “There seems to have been a 
bit of confusion from people wondering if it was a pride 
parade but either way, I think it’s going to be a great 
event." 

She said based on the feedback from customers con¬ 
fused with the event, she felt a gay and lesbian pride event 
would be met with support. 

“From what I’ve noticed, I think the community is very 
welcoming,” she said. 

The Didsbury Community Pride event will be held 
Friday, May 27 from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m. Businesses have 
been asked to participate and keep their stores open for 
some late-night shopping and the town is handing out 
information bags at the train station about various servic¬ 
es and events in Didsbury. The event will span the down¬ 
town core along 20th Street and branch onto 19th Avenue 
as well. 


The creation of the Didsbury Pride campaign and com¬ 
mittee came after town council identified a need to build 
community pride and spirit in their strategic plan that was 
created last December. 

The committee has met on a few occasions to discuss 
possible events. Besides the kickoff for Didsbury 
Community Pride event next Friday, the committee is also 
looking to host four workshops throughout the year. The 
first one would look at how people can go about hosting 
their own block party. Other workshop options include 
one on volunteerism, another on composting and recy¬ 
cling and possibly looking at starting a community gar¬ 
den. 

“I think it will be awesome,” said Brad Blatz of Didsbury 
Value Drug Mart “Anytime there’s a festival feel down¬ 
town it’s good for the community and it’s good for local 
businesses.”

Plenty of hugs and smiles 
were shared Saturday 
morning when a new fami¬ 
ly was handed over keys to 
t heir new home. 

Violet Gardiner and Jeff 
Lewis from Cremona were 
the successful applicants 
to the Habitat for Humanity 
build in the Valarosa com¬ 
munity. 

“It’s such a relief," said 
Gardiner, wiping tears 
springing from her eyes. 
“To know we have a place 
to raise our kids." 

The home, a project of 
Habitat for Humanity, was 
started a year ago and 
involved 23 volunteers. 

Habitat for Humanity's 
Homeownership Program 
requires no down payment 
and offers no interest mort¬ 
gages with payments set at 
30 per cent of gross income 
or less. It's geared to help 
people who make too 
much to qualify for low- 
income housing but too lit¬ 
tle to afford a full mort- 
gage. 

It’s the seventh home the 
organization has built in 
Mountain View County 
since 12002, and the first 
one it has built in Didsbury. 

Gardiner remembers 
applying over two months 
ago and waiting nervously 
to find out the news. 

“After we handed in our 
application we waited two 
weeks before we were told 
we made it to the final 


round of applications,” 
remembers Gardiner. 
“Then it was a month 
before they had their next 
board meeting." She said 
she waited up at night, to 
see if she’d get a call that 
night from one of the board 
members, Jim Stone. 

“He called us right after 
the meeting to tell us we 
got it. We couldn’t believe it 
... Jeff and 1 were jumping 


around in our kitchen,” she 
said. 

On the weekend, they 
along with their two chil¬ 
dren Kyle and Violet, were 
welcomed to the communi¬ 
ty by Habitat board mem¬ 
bers, Mayor Brian Wittal, 
pastor Mike Morgan and 
MLA Richard Marz. 

“This is a great start for a 
new family," said Marz. “To 
the board and everyone 


who was involved with the 
build; it’s a testament to the 
lifestyle you can expect in 
this community." 

The couple will be 
expected to put in 500 
hours of volunteer work 
each l>efore they have the 
mortgage signed over in 
their name. Until then, 
their rent will go against 
the mortgage.

Water safety should 
be everyone’s 
business

The upcoming 

Victoria Day long week¬ 
end is traditionally a 
time when families 
start heading for local 
lakes and rivers to get 
in some much needed 
recreation after the 
long winter months. 
And while parents 
and other caregivers will no doubt be kept busy 
arranging all the things needed to make their trips 
a success, making sure youngsters know all about 
water safety should always be job one. 

Drowning is the leading cause of ii\jury-related 
death for Canadian children, with 42 percent of all 
child drownings in the past decade occurring 
when the kids were around water without adult 
supervision. 

Such shocking statistics point to one irrefutable 
conclusion: That parents and caregivers must do 
everything they can to keep kids safe whenever 
water is involved in family activities. 

“Drowning happens quickly and silently,” says 
Health Canada. “It often happens when a child 
just slips under the water. A young child can 
drown in as little as one inch of water in just sec¬ 
onds. Most deaths of children aged one to four are 
in backyard pools, especially when they are not 
supervised.” 

Health Canada has issued the following updated 
list of pointers for parents and other caregivers 
regarding young people and water safety: 

• Don't rely on older children. An older sibling 
or buddy cannot be relied on to safely supervise a 
younger child. Children have drowned when an 
older child or sibling was watching them. 

• Make sure there is an experienced swimmer 
with your child whenever they are in or around 
the water. If the child happens to slip into the 
water, an experienced swimmer will need to 
quickly get the child out of the water. 

• Young children and weak swimmers must 
wear lifejackets when in, on or around the water 
and on a boat. And ensure the lifejacket fits the 
child's weight because a child could slip out of a 
lifejacket that is too big or not buckled up proper¬ 
ly- 

• If you have a property that is close to open 
water, fence off a play area for children that is 
away from the water. 

• Put your child in swimming lessons, but 
remember that supervision is still needed, even if 
the child was or is in swimming lessons. 

Obviously the Health Canada tips are clear to 
understand and easy to follow, and residents in 
every area community are encouraged to take 
them to heart. 

Springtime is a great time for family fun in the 
great outdoors - but that fun should and must 
always include lots of attention to water safety, 
and in particular, how it applies to young¬ 
sters.

Calls for a withdrawal 
from Afghanistan premature

It took barely 24 hours 
for the troops-out-of- 
Afghanistan chorus to 
break into an outpouring 
of editorials demanding 
the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Afghanistan 
now that Osama bin Laden 
is dead. 

Now you have your prize, 
they smugly hummed, so 
let’s call it a day. 

The “bin Laden’s done, 
now let’s desist" argument 
suffers from numerous fal¬ 
lacies, the first of which is 
an appalling historical 
amnesia. It’s not in the very 
distant past that the U.S. 
already once washed its 
hands of Afghanistan pre¬ 
maturely after some fairly 
significant covert meddling 
in Afghan affairs, in the 
interest of their own for¬ 
eign policy objectives. 

As Afghanistan turned to 
face a post-Soviet world at 
the dawn of the 1990s, it 
found America’s back 
turned, and much of the 
rest of the international 
community followed 
suit. 

Into the void poured the 
competing mujahedin fac¬ 
tions which unleashed vio¬ 
lence and chaos over a 
population in desperate 
need of a functioning state, 
rather than a drawn-out 
civil war. Civilians were 
subjected to a series of 
unstable mujahedin gov¬ 
ernments throughout the 
early 1990s more con¬ 
cerned with imposing ran¬ 
dom elements of sharia 
law at their whim than with 
providing basic services 


and rebuilding a ravaged 
nation. 

And while the mujahedin 
factions preached puritani¬ 
cal Islam in their rhetoric, 
their men were raping 
women and girls at will, 
pillaging communities, and 
decimating the country’s 
infrastructure - one of the 
decent things that the 
Soviets left behind them. 
Far more civilians were 
killed during this period 
than during the years of 
Soviet occupation. 

Out there were few out¬ 
siders left to witness the 
aftermath of arming so 
many uneducated Islamists 
to the teeth who had never 
demonstrated much inter¬ 
est or skill in gover¬ 
nance. 

And then into Taliban 
Afghanistan came Osama 
bin Laden and a large con¬ 
tingent of Arab “guests" 
who took over the finest 
properties left standing in 
Kabul’s upscale Wazir 
Akbar Khan neighbour¬ 
hood. Islamo-fascist terror¬ 
ism had found an ideal 
home. 

How many more repeats 
will it take to learn that 
making Afghanistan a sta¬ 
ble, peaceful place with a 
decent government is not 
only in the highest inter¬ 
ests of the Afghans, but in 
the West’s best interests 
too? 

But while most of the 
international community 
turned its back on 
Afghanistan, there were 
some notable exceptions. 
At the end of the Cold War, 
one state which never 
failed to lose its persistent 
interest in Afghanistan was 


Pakistan, whose interfer¬ 
ence continues to be per¬ 
haps the primary reason 
NATO has not yet defeated 
the Taliban. The circum¬ 
stances of bin Laden's 
death should make this all 
the more evident. As 
Mosharraf Zaidi pointed 
out in Foreign Policy mag¬ 
azine recently, “The notion 
that one fine day bin Laden 
adorned a burqa and made 
a trip over perhaps the 
most treacherous 180 
miles of terrain in the 
world, from Tora Bora to 
Abbottabad, without 
catching the attention of 
Pakistan’s vast, richly 
endowed, and unaccount¬ 
able military establishment 
is as ridiculous as any con¬ 
spiracy theory now being 
peddled by Pakistan's 
incorrigible right-wing 
hacks.” 

It’s unclear whether 
Pakistan’s executive and 
military actively colludes 
with the Inter-Services 
Intelligence (ISI), one of 
the best organized intelli¬ 
gence agencies in the 
world, or if they merely 
condone its operating as a 
rogue government agency. 
What is clear is that 
Pakistan has questions to 
answer, and their long¬ 
standing charade of coop¬ 
eration with the U.S. was 
dealt a heavy blow with the 
discovery of the bin 
Ladens playing house a 
stone’s throw from the 
Pakistani capital. It’s not 
about American imperialist 
ambitions in the region, as 
anti-war activists in the 
West would have you 
believe; it is, rather, about 
halting the imperialist 


ambitions of Pakistan in 
Afghanistan, so that 
Pakistan’s unchecked para¬ 
noia doesn’t destroy more 
than itself. 

The Taliban’s true base 
lies inside Pakistan, so the 
claim that merely fighting 
to dismantle the Taliban’s 
ability to host external ter¬ 
rorist networks like al 
Qaeda inside Afghanistan 
has long been a moot 
point. The only objective of 
the U.S. military and its 
allies in Afghanistan can 
and must be to support a 
well-governed, stable, 
peaceful democratic state 
that will serve the needs of 
its people, protect their 
basic rights, and not revert 
back to a failed state ripe 
for death-cult extremists, 
whether or not those 
extremists opt to take in 
any bin Laden-like guests 
again. 

The threat is not whom 
the Taliban might host 
some day down the road; 
the threat is the Taliban 
itself.

A handful of people 
showed up to an open 
house last week that out¬ 
lined plans for a new condo¬ 
minium build along 21 
Avenue. 

Council voted last month 
to approve first reading of a 
rezoning application for 
two parcels of land located 
next to the lot of the future 
complex. 

Morris Monk hopes if the 
rezoning is approved, to 
amalgamate the two parcels 
into his existing lot to cre¬ 
ate a 52-apartment complex 
with parking. 

In order to do so, the two 
homes on the parcels next 
to his property will have to 
be tom down or moved. 

While some neighbours 
supported the idea, saying 
something needs to replace 
the current empty lot on the 
comer of 21 Avenue and 21 
Street, others had concerns 
about the houses being tom 
down and the introduction 
of the apartment-style com¬ 
plex in their neighbour¬ 
hood. 

“It’s like when the farmer 
holds out and city builds 
around it. It also happens 
with the homes. If no one 
buys them, they’ll sit there 
•ill the end of time," said 
Monk to the neighbours 
Thursday evening. He said 
it makes more sense to take 
up the entire space with the 


condos instead of having 
two lone homes sitting 
beside them. He said a way 
to work around concerns of 
tearing down old homes, is 
to take something from the 
house such as a door or 
piece of stained glass and 
integrate it into a new 
home. 

Both of the homes locat¬ 
ed on the parcels are older 
homes, he explained. One 
of the homes was recently 
identified in a heritage sur¬ 
vey as having potential his¬ 
toric significance to the 
community. The survey Is 
pail of a municipal initiative 
that determines which 
houses are eligible for his¬ 
toric significance. This 
allows people to receive 
matching grant money of 
$50,000 to restore and 
repair homes deemed his¬ 
torically significant. The 
program is not mandatory 
and the homeowner has to 
apply in order to receive 
status. 

“To be designated owners 
have to do it and the biggest 
reason people don’t do it Is 
the cost,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal who was at the event. 
“Also if you ever want to 
renovate it has to be 
approved to make sure 
they’re maintaining the his¬ 
toric (guidelines).” He said 
even if council doesn’t 
approve the rezoning, 
there’s nothing stopping the 
owners from tearing it 
down on their own. “At the 


end of the day it comes 
down to what people want 
to do with their own proper¬ 
ty; we have no legal right to 
tell people what to do." 

The owners of both 
homes have given their per¬ 
mission to Monk to apply 
for t he rezoning. 

“We can’t save every 


house," said Monk. Because 
of the location in the down¬ 
town heritage core, Monk’s 
building will have to follow 
certain architectural guide¬ 
lines to maintain the his¬ 
toric look downtown. 

A few of the neighbours 
nodded their heads and 
some said they would like 


to see the condos go up on 
the street. Others still had 
concents having a large 
building by t heir homes and 
if it would block western 
sunlight, and that the height 
would mean people could 
look down into their homes. 

“When it comes to height 
concerns, that’s something 


that will be left to Morris 
Monk and the Municipal 
(Manning committee to look 
at and see what has to Ik* 
done there," said Wittal. 

A public hearing will 1h> 
held tonight in council 
chambers at 7 for anyone 
else who has concerns or 
comments to make.

The pad is now surrounded by 
facilities like Aspen Ridge Lodge that 
make it dangerous for air ambulances to 
land. The cost to bring the pad up to 
standards sits at $100,000. While a long¬ 
term decision has not been made, there 
are no immediate plans to build a new 
helipad.

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Building Didsbury’s history 

Pragmatism and perseversance help settlers build Didsbury

When my husband and I 
were looking for a house in 
Didsbury, we were looking 
at older homes and realized 
there was a bit of an issue 
with flooding basements. I 
stx>n discovered that it was¬ 
n't just the older homes; the 
newer homes had sump 
pumps as well. Our realtor 
mentioned that Didsbury 
was built in a slight dip in 
the landscape ;uul we heard 
stories about particularly 
marshy conditions in the 
area. So 1 wondered why 
the founders chose to settle 
in a location with poor 
building conditions. 

The answer must be in 
the railway. Before the rail¬ 
road was built public trans- 
portation consisted of 
stagecoach. It is startling to 
me that people were travel¬ 
ling by stagecoach only 
about 120 years ago! The 
trip from Calgary to 
Edmonton took four days. 
The train, on the other 
hand, travelled from 
Calgary to Edmonton in 12 
hours. 

Tlie rail line was built by 
the C&E Railroad along the 
same route as the stage¬ 
coach, and was operated by 
CPR. which decided the 
location and names of 
towns along the way. 

The railway required sid¬ 
ings every 6 to 10 miles, sta¬ 
tions every 10 to 20 miles, 
mid divisional points where 
crews were switched every 
125 to 135 miles. 

Dips in elevation were 
considered favourable 
places to stop because 
detached cars would not 
roll away and water was 
often available. Claresholm 
was chosen as a location for 
these reasons; perhaps 
Didsbury was as well. 


When Jacob Shantz 
arrived seeking a place to 
bring his group, Didsbury 
was already marked as a 
possible station location 
and therefore made a great 
settlement location. 

The train was much need¬ 
ed for bringing settlers and 
the building supplies, live¬ 
stock, and fanning equip¬ 
ment they would need, and 
critical to further develop¬ 
ment of the town. However, 
when Reverend Detwiler 
arrived at the location in 
those early days, his view 
was of “a telegraph pole 
with 'Didsbury' written on 
it, a train switch, an immi¬ 
gration shed and treeless 
prairie as far as the eye 
could see". A |»erson need¬ 
ed a good imagination to 
see a town here, but this 
was the frontier, with one's 
own patch of earth and 
the opportunities to go 
with it! 

Settlers needed shelter 
quickly and built with mate¬ 
rials at hand. If no lumber 
or tents were available for 
housing, then a sod house 
might do. 

It certainly would have 
provided lots of insulation 
in a cold winter and cool 
interiors in a hot summer. 
However, there were house¬ 
keeping issues such as bugs 
and dust, and difficulties 
with waterproofing the 
roof. 

Elah Shantz notes that 
even after it stopped raining 
outside his sod home, it 
continued to rain inside! 
That, combined with the 
fact that he slept on a box 
with Itis feet supported by 
two chairs at t he end of his 
bed must have made for 
uncomfortable living condi¬ 
tions. 

Log cabins were also 
built, as were small stud 
and plank shacks with shed 


roofs. Even buildings that 
were meant to be more |>er- 
manent were often 
destroyed in one of several 
fires that plagued the town 
and surrounding area 

A good deal of pragma¬ 
tism, perseverance and 
community spirit were 
requirt'd of settlers, and 
Didsbury grew. In 1898 
there was one store. Three 
years later there were' thrt>e 
general stores, a hardware 
store, a hotel, a boarding 
house iuid services for hors¬ 
es: all this with only hand 
tools and strong backs. 

So a person developed a 
clear idea of the worth of 
something already built and 
this made for some interest¬ 
ing events. For instance 
when Dr. Epp moved his 
practice, he literally moved 
his practice and the build¬ 
ing it was in. Moving house 
was less complicated if you 
didn’t have to pack every¬ 
thing. My favourite story is 
about the house now at 
2038 22 Ave, which started 
out as part of Studer’s store. 
Horses hauled it, lock, 
stock and barrel, through 
the muddy streets towards 
its new location only to get 
stuck part way and left 
overnight. There, in the 
middle of the street so to 
speak, is where Mrs. Studer 
gave birth to a child. 

A prevalent feature of 
older homes is the numer¬ 
ous and very pragmatic 
alterations made as families 
grew and circumstances 
changed. 

Usually additions were 
made to the back of the 
house, then perhaps to one 
side and maybe even anoth¬ 
er side. 

I am very curious about 
one addition in which the 
owner, Walter Durrer, sliced 
the house in two pieces 
through the middle of the 


living room (like a cartoon 
villain), pulled the two sides 
apart and built an addition 
in the middle. I’m betting 
the added middle portion Ls 
the part with the different 
roofline and the curved 
windows. 

This house has a rather 
confusing history. It was 
built as a funeral home, 
then used as the Durrer 
family home and also pur¬ 
chased by a doctor, but it is 
unclear in what order and 
by what doctor. 

Have a look for yourself - 
the house is at 2101 20 Ave, 
but beware of the ghost(s) 
and please don’t disturb the 
other occupants either. 

Liter in our history of 
Didsbury another house 
was sliced in two. In 1948 or 
’49 the top floor of the 
Moons’ two-storey house 
was sliced off, winched 
down two telephone pole 
sized skids, and moved to 
1322 24 St. 

The bottom half, located 
at 1314 24 St. was roofed 
and started life as a 
bungalow. 

These two homes are now 
fondly referred to as the 
Half Moon Houses. 

I like this idea that what is 
already made has great 
value. When I consider how 
much garbage we create 
now and how quick we are 
to buy the newest and great¬ 
est of everything, the will¬ 
ingness to re-use what we 
have makes economic and 
ecological sense. 

Pragmatism, persever¬ 
ance and community are 
last ing values.
